1. Indian Banks' Association, after taking a no-objection from 
the Government of India, circulated a model Voluntary 
Retirement Scheme (VRS) to all the Public Sector Banks on 
31.08.2000. The Scheme, inter alia, provided that en^loyees 
who have rendered 15 years' service are eligible for the 
Scheme. According to the existing provisions in the pension 
regulations, it i3 only employees who opt for voluntary 
retirement after completing 20 years' of qualifying service 
and after giving notice of not less than 3 months in writing 
to the appointing authority, are eligible for pensionary 
benefits. The eligibility criteria and the benefits flowing 
out of the above provisions in the Pension Regulations are 
distinct and separate from that envisaged under VRS circulated 
on 31.08.2000. There are no provisions available in the 
Pension Regulations for extending pensionary benefits to a 
member employee who retires before attaining the age of 
superannuation under such specific schemes. It has been, 
therefore, decided to provide the benefit of pro-rata 
pensionary benefits to members of Pension Fund who opt for 
voluntary retirement under specified scheme(s). 
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2. It is, therefore, necessary that the amendment may be made 
effective from 1st September, 2000 so that all employees who 
arc PHi'Tt’s of the pension fund and have taken voluntary 
retirement under the scheme after completion of 15 years of 
service can draw the benefit of pension.

(i) if any enhanced penalty, which the Reviewing Authority proposed to impose, is a 
major penalty specified in clauses (f), (g), (h), (i) or (j) of Regulation 4 and an enquiry 
as provided under regulation 6 has not already been held in the case, the Reviewing 
Authority shall direct that such an enquiry be held in accordance with the provisions 
of regulation 6 and thereafter consider the record of the enquiry and pass such 
orders as it may deem proper; 

(ii) if the Reviewing Authority decides to enhance the punishment but an enquiry has 
already been held in accordance with the provisions of regulation 6, the Reviewing 
Authority shall give show cause notice to■»the officer employee as to why the 
enhanced penalty should not be imposed upon him and shall pass an ordar after 
taking into account the representation, if any, submitted by the officer employee.

1. Accounts are maintained on Mercantile System of Accounting except for 
contribution towards Welfare Fund which is accounted for on receipt 
basis. 

2. Depreciation on Fixed Assets is at rates prescribed under the Income Tax 
Act 1961. 

3. Investments are stated at cost. 

4. Stock of publications are stated at cost. 

B. NOTES TO ACCOUNTS 

1. The MCD has raised a demand of Rs. 1,15,49,535/- vide bill no. 15693 
dt. 10-7-2001 against property tax of the office building for the period 
upto 31-3-2001. Rs. 1,05,45,165/- and for the year 2001-2002 Rs. 
10,04,370/-. Demand has been disputed and the Council is confident of 
getting an exemption. 

2. (a) Provident Fund is recognised under Rule 4 of the Part A of the IVth 

schedule of the Income Tax Act 1961 vide letter no. JP-I (6)/63/332 
dated 25-12-1965. (order no.l of 1965-66) 

(b) Provident Fund has not been recognised by the Regional P.F. 
Commissioner. 

(c) Council is paying interest <§> 10.13% on Provident Fund instead of 
11% as per statutory requirement under General Provident Fund 
Rules. 

3. (a) Gratuity Fund is recognised under the Income Tax Act 1961, Bar 

Council of India is contributing 8.33% of the basic pay and dearness 
allowance of the employees. 

(b) Council has neither determined actual gratuity liability as on 31-3- 
2001 nor has got any actuarial valuation done for determination of 
liability. 

4. Bank Balance includes balance with banks in different states amounting 
to Rs. 33,59,421/-. The closing balance of these banks has been taken pn 
the basis of balance confirmation received from the Banks.
